The Widnes and Runcorn

This bridge is practically com- 
p'eted and will be open for traffic 
shortly. It is of particular interest 
as being the first of the kind built in 
Britain, 'though several; have been 
e'ected over French rivers, It crosses 
theestuary of the Mersey from Widnes 
in Lancashire to Runcorn in Cheshire, 
and it will supply a long-felt want 
in providing means for vehicular 
traffic between the two counties, 
saving a détour of some twelve 
or thirteen miles round by Warring- 
ton.

yanoity of news from Kashmir and 
Chitral lends colour to the opinion that 
the earthquake originated in that region, 
subsequently shaking the whole back- 
bone of Asia. If this view is correct, 
an awful disaster must have taken 
place in Russian and Chinese Turkestan. 
Below will be found many interesting 
details of the great catastrophe, 
gathered from the despatches of 
correspondents on the spot :— 


AT LAHORE. 


The succession of shocks began at 
ten minutes past six, the first (which 
lasted three minutes) being the severest. | 
In all eleven shocks were felt. While | 
they lasted it was impossible to remain | 
standing without support. 

The disturbance was preceded by a 
roar like that of distant artillery, 
while dense clouds of dust arose from 
the ground, the buildings rocked, 
and the air was filled with the scream- 
ing of terrified birds. The native 
population wailed incessantly in their 
terror. 

Out into the gardens and along the 
roads poured the residents of the | 
lahore cantonment—men, women, | 
and children in their night-clothes, 
and the native servants gathered round 
the little groups of Europeans. Here 
a stately Khitmatgar was comforting | 
^ fair-haired little girl sobbing in her 
fright, there’ an English woman 
endeavoured, by her calm demeanour, 
Sd courage to her terrified house- 
old. 

For an hour or more few dared to 
enter any building except to rescue | 
clothes for the half-clad people outside. ! 


The. piercing shrieks of the pea-fowls 
were heard all over the station, while 
crows and other birds flew in alarm 
from the swaying trees. 

A native clerk, whose home is in 
the city, tells how, above the noise of 
breaking masonry, rose the wailing 
of women and the crying of children. 

Lahore has suffered severely from 
plague, and this earthquake is regarded 
as another visitation of God. 

At the railway station the roofs of 
the buildings on either side of the main 
platform have collapsed, on one 
side into the waiting-rooms and on the 
other into a long range of offices. 
The third-class and intermediate 
booking-hall to the entrance 
shared the same fate. The passengers 
who were in the waiting-rooms, how- 
ever, managed to get out quickly and 
escape.

AT DHARMSALA.

The worst horrors of Dharmsala are 
now believed to have been repeated at 
Kangra, except that the European 
population of the latter place was 
smaller than that at  Dharmsala. 
According to reports received ' from 
native sources, the Kulu Valley has 
also suffered disastrously. 

News has been received that among 
those who lost their lives in the Kangra 
Valley district were Mrs.. Waring,and 
her two children and their nurse. 
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Kangra district for thirty-seven years, 
was also a German missionary. 

Many of those imprisoned beneath the 
ruins are believed to be still alive, 
but nota single building ’is left standing. 
All the native officials, including the 
members of tbe police force, were 
killed 

Hundreds of natives were swallowed 
up alive in the great chasms which 
suddenly opened.

So violent were the shocks at Delhi 
that navvies squatting on the ground 
were turned completely over. 

At Agra a violent shock, lasting 
several minutes, and travelling from 
west to east, was experienced at ten 
minutes past six. No reports have 
yet been received regarding the extent 
of the damage to buildings in that 
city. 

At Amritsar extensive damage has 
beed done to the city. The portico of 
the railway station has fallen, and the 
belfry of the mission church has 
collapsed. 

A private telegram received in Lahore 
reports that the whole of the town of 
Palampur‘ has been levelled to the 
ground, not a single house or Govern- 
ment building being left standing.

The | 
frames containing the plauts should be put in 
a shady place during the summer—the north 
side of a wall or thick fence is as good as any 
other position, 


Roup in Fowls. 


The following treatment has been found 
serviceable for ronp: Put the birds in a 
moderately warm room, and, if possible, have , 
each sick fowl in a pen by itself, out of 
draughts and in a fairly even temperature. 
Cleanse the nostrils and eyes of all roupy | 
matter by means of a small syringe, and 
bathe the face and eyes with a sponge. For 
this purpose use a mixture of burnt alun | 
half a drachm, earbolic acid half a drachm, ! 
and water three ounces. When any frothi- | 
ness appears in the throat, remove it with a 
feather dipped in carbolised water (aol. 
carbolic acid one to twenty of water). If 
specks or patches appear, take them off with 


a spoon-like stick. Feed the birds twice a | 
day with soft nourishing food, slightly 
seasoned with spiee made of equal parts of 


powered aniseed, fenugreek, liquorice, and 

ginger, a teaspoonful to about ten sick fowls. | 
Should thoy refuse to eat, mix the meal and 

spice with milk into a stiff paste, make it 

iuto boluses, and put two or three of these 

into each bird's throat, pressing them down 

| with the finger, and working them into the 

crop. As the strength of the fowls returns, 

the food should gradually be changed to that 

ofa more substantial nature.

A recipe for “ a good tonic to promote lay- 
liuz'" is: Gentian 4oz., fenugreek 80z., 
cayenne (capsicum) 2»z. ‘brown sugar 80z., 
liquorice 20z., table sals (e hloride of sodium) 
2oz. bonemeal 45z.; powder and mix.

| for a few pence. A tablespoonful of this 
Mey to every ten or twelve hens twice or 
| thrice a week, mixed iu the soft food, is a

| Horses v. Motors. 
| 


| Now that the construction of an agricul- 
tural motor capable of threatening the posi- 
| tion of draug ght horses for farm work is an 
| ace omplished fact, it may serve some useful 
purpose to compare the relative merits of 
the rival powers, It is scarcely conceivable 
that farmers will be in any haste to supersede 
their old friend the horse by the newer power, 


but it is to their own ‘interests that they 
should investigate closely the advantaves | 
and disadvantages of tke alternative 
agents. The motor is still to a large ex 
tent an unknown quantity in so far as the 
iverage farmer is concerned, but he can 
udl; have failed to hayé read scm >thing 
}cespesting its capabilities and accomplish 


p uents, for during the past yeu or two much | 
f nas been published concerning its work on | 
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the harvest field and at tillage work, Perhaps 
the actual merits of the mechanical inven- 
tions »re not to be measured entirely by the 
enthusiastic descriptions of their makers, 
since it is only nat ral that these should be 
eouched in highly. coloured terms. The 
development of the mo or principle, how- 
ever, has progressed far be ond the seclusion 
of the inventor's back garden, and the stage 
at which the public are wholy dependent 
upon him for an account of ‘its qualities and 
capabilities. It has come into the open 
market prepared to tackle any task that the 
curious may desire to set it, and the larger 
the number that avail themselves of the 
opportunities of witnessing it in operation 
the better pleased will its champions to: 

The common argument against the motor 
is that unless it can displace its equivalent 
in horse power, not in field work alone, but 
in road and other carrying operations, it 
cannot advantageously receive the favour 
and confidence of farmers. It is soundly 
reasoned that, if horses have to be kept for 
carting and other more exacting duties, they 
may just as well be utilised for tillage and 
other work, even if the latter 


could be more ' 
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cheaply and thoroughly accomplished by 
motor power. In the case of very large 
holdings the position might be different, and 
one or more motors be introduced in place 
of a certain number of horses ; but the aver- 
age farmer will have to satisty himself as to 
the tractability of the motor in the minor as 
wellas the main operations before he trans- 
fers his patronage from the horse. In 
balancing the merits and demerits of the 
rival powers it is proper that they should be 
considered in their broadest aspect. For 
instance, a reckoning of the bare costs of the 
operations performed by the two powers 


might be prodnetive of an injustice to the | 


horse, as it is possible for the farmer, if he 
keeps a good class of heavy draught animals, 
and is competent to turn them to good ac- 
count; to reduce their cost very material 

by breeding young animals for sale. With 
the motor there is no chance of fav ourably 
altering the two sides ef the working ac- 
count, but the farmer who keeps Shire 
horses of sound pedigree and approved type 
can appreciably modify them if he utilises | 
the mares, as he can quite easily do, for the 
breeding of colts and fillies.
